By unanimous action of the member- 
ship in January, the Committee on Den- 


Program Director Makes Plea for Help 


tal Health Education became a standing 
committee of the Society. If the increas- 
ing number of requests for service and 
the rapid expansion of dental health 
education activities are to be handled 
satisfactorily, a similar committee must 
be developed within each branch or- 
ganization. This progressive step is now - 
being planned by members of the Com- 
mittee and officers of the Society. 
During the period of March 12 to 
May 9, seventeen small elementary 
schools were surveyed. Eighty-eight per 
cent of the 1,992 children were found 
to be dentally defective, with an average 
of 4.18 defective teeth per child. A total 
of 7,369 defective teeth were found in 
this group of children. During the early 
part of May, a recheck survey was made 
of three schools which were originally 
surveyed in October, 1946. The total of 
children involved was eight hundred and 
fifty. The recheck survey indicated that 
forty-five per cent of the children have 
received whole or partial care and that 
a total number of 1,199 teeth have re- 
ceived corrective services. A second in- 
dustrial diagnostic survey was made re- 
cently of a small industry which had 
been surveyed for the first time in June, 
1946. Of the eighty-two persons exam- 
ined, seventy-four were found to be in 
need of dental care. One point of inter-

DO YOU FEEL OLD? 
IT’S YOUR BONES 


In a report made at the recent meet- 
ing of the American College of Physi- 
cians, Dr. Fuller Albright, associate pro- 
fessor of medicine, Harvard Medical 
School, said that if you think you feel old 
in your bones, you’re probably right. The 
reason for this is a battle that goes on 
between sex hormones and a recently dis- 
covered sugar or “s” hormone which re- 
results in a victory for the usurper, the 
“s” hormone. 

In youth and in the prime of life, ac- 
cording to Dr. Albright, the sex hormones 
help build strong bones. Assisting them 
in the process is a nitrogen hormone 
formed in the adrenal-cortical glands. 
These glands also produce the “s” hor- 
mone which holds down the bone build- 
ing process. 

Later on in life there comes a pause 
in the sex hormones’ work which Dr. 
Albright calls the adreno-pause. That is 
when the nitrogen hormones from the 
small of the back begin to decrease. After 
this pause there are less of all the hor- 
mones that help build bone. But the “s” 
hormone remains constant from child- 
hood right up to death. It reduces the 
production of bone and old age begins. 


TEETH AND LEMON JUICE 


Stefne and Lovestedt report observa- 
tions on fifty patients who used lemon 
juice continually and who showed evi- 
dence of dissolution of dental structure. 
The patients came from twenty-two 
states, two Canadian provinces, Mexico 
and Puerto Rico; apparently such use of 
lemon juice is widespread. The patients 
usually took the lemon juice in water and 
its use was most common in people suf- 
fering from rheumatism. Sometimes 
when used as a reduction diet, it replaced 
‘entire meals. Defects in enamel pro- 
duced by action of acid solutions are rec- 
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ognized by rounded margins in contrast 
to defects produced entirely by mechani- 
cal wear. The projection of fillings above 
the teeth surface is probably the greatest 
diagnostic factor. An adequate amount 
of Vitamin C can be obtained without 
resorting to the use of lemon juice as a 
daily drink. (Abstracted from “Current 
Comment,” Journal of American Dental 
Association, April 19, 1947.) 


A WELTER OF MATERIAL AIDS 


The impact of modern civilization and 
scientific progress has engulfed the phy- 
sician in a maze of imposing buildings 
and a host of essential personnel that 
would bewilder a less intrepid soul. He 
must whet his education as the grind- 
stone of endless mechanisms while bal- 
ancing his diagnostic and therapeutic 
skill with the verdict of the laboratory or 
the latest gadget he must employ to keep 
up with the times. Liberated at last from 
empiricism, he must today chart a course 
between the auxiliary medical service he 
does not perform and fragmentation by 
specialization. In the modern practice of 
medicine, physicians shrink relatively in 
numbers within the rapidly expanding 
structure of his workaday world. Already 
surrounded, how long before he will be 
submerged by this intricate framework 
of innumerable auxiliary and elaborately 
staffed, essential services? Superimpose 
government control, so imminently 
threatened, on this and the relation of 
the physician to the whole structure of 
medicine declines alarmingly in impor- 
tance. Reduce the practitioner of medi- 
cine from his high estate of servant of 
the public and devotee of culture to the 
role of slave to government and the top- 
heavy superstructure cracks, topples, then 
comes crashing down on that public with 
devastating effect.

indicated an average of two missing teeth 
per person while the recheck survey 
shows only .68 missing teeth per person. 
In reviewing previous industrial diag- 
nostic surveys, reports from employees’ 
dentists and rechecks made at the plant 
by our staff indicate that more than 
seventy-five per cent of the employees 
having x-ray examinations have had cor- 
rective work started or completed. 

A North Shore superintendent of 
schools is in process of planning a full- 
time dental health education program 
for this school system. He has asked our 
assistance in the development of a cur- 
riculum and in the selection of a staff 
member who will be in charge of the
